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City approves new budget 


» Funds for a new 
city hall and a new 
police car included 


in the ‘00/01 budget

The Grayling City Council 
recently approved the city budget 
for the next fiscal year, following a 
budget work session and a required 
public hearing. 

One notable inclusion in the 
2000-2001 city budget is a capital 
improvement line item for $600,000 
for construction of a new city hall. 
Also, $60,000 was included in the 
budget to cover architectural work 
and engineering for the new city 
hall, a figure based on 10 percent of 
the project’s potential cost. 

(Possible sites for a new city hall 
are being investigated by a three- 
person committee established by the 
city council earlier this year. 
Members include City Manager 


Allen Lowe, Councilman Dave 
Wyman, and city resident Mo 
McNamara. Neither a location nor 
an exact size for the structure has 
been determined, so the $600,000 
figure should be considered an 
“estimate.”) 

At the city council’s May 22 
meeting, at which the council voted 
in favor of ratifying the budget, an 
addition was made to the document: 
$22,000 for a new police car. The 
council supported the amendment 
with a 4-1 vote. 

Another notable change in this 
year’s city budget versus last year’s 
financial package is the inclusion of 
$30,000 for park improvements. 

One of the sites being considered 
by the three-person city hall com- 
mittee is the area near the current 
city park by the Crawford County 
Library. The budgeted funds for 
park improvements will be used on 
the current park if the site is not 
used for a new city hall, or the 
money will be used to move the 
park if the site is used for construc- 


tion of a new city hall. said City 
Manager Lowe. 

Funds budgeted for Elmwood 
Cemetery were increased by 
approximately $44,000 over last 
year’s amount. 

Lowe said the city plans to con- 
tinue its ongoing expansion project 
of the cemetery, creating more 
gravesites on city land behind 
Scheer Motors, and keep working to 
improve the overall appearance of 
the graveyard. 

One other notable figure included 
in the recently-passed city budget is 
$2,000 to help with the sidewalk 
snow removal effort in Grayling. 

The budget-adopting process this 
year again included a budget study 
session, at which the council exam- 
ined the proposed budget document 
line by line with each department 
head present to answer questions, 
and a brief public hearing. 

The budget was approved on May 
22 with a unanimous vote by the 
City Council. The city’s fiscal year 
runs from July | to June 30. 


Briney lawsuit settled

After nearly two years of litiga- 
tion that included video taped depo- 
sitions, interrogatories, phone calls 
and letters — amounting to three 
bulging court files — James Briney 
has settled all claims pending 
between himself and The Road 
Commission for Crawford County. 

The case stemmed from a suit 
originally filed on charges that the 
Road Commission violated the 
Whistleblower’s Act when two for- 
mer board members, Robert Nelson 
and Raymond Swiercz, voted to dis- 
miss Briney from his position as 
Managing Director for the 
Commission. The case then went 
on to make points in a Workers’ 
Disability Compensation claim that 
the subsequent stress brought on by 
his dismissal caused Briney to suf- 
fer depression and an exacerbation 
of a pre-existing asthmatic condi- 
tion. 

Briney’s case appeared to be 
heading to trial on April 7 after a 
hearing in 46th Circuit Court failed 
to bring about an amicable settle- 
ment between the two parties. 
Another meeting was scheduled for 
June 7, but was pre-empted when, 
on May 30, a settlement hearing 
was held in Grand Rapids, closing 
the matter. 

A settlement of $140,000 was 
paid to Briney after mediation and 
weeks of settlement negotiations 
regarding the terms and conditions 
of the settlement documents — the 
terms of which were not disclosed. 

Briney said in a press release 
issued by his attorney, Cynthia 


Fitzgerald: “My wife, Sandy, and I 
are pleased to have this matter set- 
tled. We are focusing on the present 
and future. Our support for The 
Briney Ethical Trust, established 
October 1, 1999, will continue. We 
hope it will serve to educate public 
Officials as to their ethical obliga- 
tions to the public they serve as well 
as the employees upon whom the 
public relies.” 

He added, “It has been a long, dif- 
ficult and complicated journey to 
reach closure on the issues I had 
with the majority of the members of 
the previous Board of County Road 
Commissioners in Crawford 
County.” 

In the press release, Fitzgerald 
stated Briney’s lawsuit ultimately 
made a claim for breach of his 
employment contract as well as 
compensation for violation of vari- 
ous statutory rights. 

“The Road Commission denied 
any and all liability in the settlement 
of the case, indicating in the docu- 
ments submitted that it was entering 
into the settlement agreement only 
to avoid additional costs of litiga- 
tion,” Fitzgerald continued. 

The release concludes with the 
statement: “Mr. Briney indicated 
that although he believed that his 
claim carried a value greater than 
$140,000, he too agreed to the set- 
tlement order to avoid additional 
cost and to spare the citizens of 
Grayling any additional exposure to 
the issues raised in his lawsuit and 
the consequence thereof.” 

Both Nelson and Swiercz have 
stated their intentions of filing suit 
against Briney and are currently

Check for correct school 
election polling place

It seems that every time a school 
election rolls around, like the one 
scheduled for Monday, June 12, 


some local citizens forget or 
become confused about where they 
are supposed to cast their ballots. 

For school elections, polling 
places differ from those of general 
or primary elections, therefore vot- 
ers should check their Voter's 
Registration I.D. cards for the cor- 
rect school election polling loca- 
tion. 

There are only three precincts 
formed for school elections: 

Precinct No. | consists of all of 
Grayling Township, the City of 
Grayling, and the portion of Beaver 


Creek Township and Bear Lake 
Township in Kalkaska County 
which sends kids to Crawford 
AuSable Schools. Voters in 
Precinct No. | vote at the Grayling 
Middle School. 

Precinct No. 2 consists of all of 
Frederic and Maple Forest 
Townships, as well as that portion of 
Otsego Lake Township in Otsego 
County that sends kids to Crawford 
AuSable Schools. Voters in 
Precinct No. 2 vote at Frederic 
Elementary School in Frederic. 

Precinct No. 3 consists of just 
those in Lovells Township and vot- 
ing takes place at the Lovells 
Township Hall. 

Polls will be open on schoo! elec- 
tion day from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m.

natives for students actively pursu- 
ing degrees in those areas.” 

Approximately eight to 10) sta- 
dents will be affected by this deci- 
sion and they will be able to either 
substitute other classes that are cur- 
rently available for the ones that 
Were closed. or they can participate 
in an independent study program. 
Silverman added. 

Gertz and Medler primanily asked 
the board: Why is this program 
being shut down when there are 
other programs with lower numbers 
in enrollment? For example. 
Cosmetology numbers at 21. 
Automotive has 32 enrollees. secre- 
tarial is at 66. and criminal justice at 
94. Business course enrollment 
numbers at 107. 

Silverman stated that over the last 
four years there has been a large 
drop in all occupational programs. 
The overall enrollment for the cal- 
lege has increased. however. many 
students are taking fewer credit 
hours and this results in lower 
enrollment in classes. 

With Ed Balis. Instructor of 
Accounting retiring. Kirtland saw 
the opportunity to cut that program

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without having to lay off other 
teachers. 

“We are currently looking at 
other programs too.” Silverman said. 
“There is no program that we are 
jumping up and down over because 
enrollment is great. With the boom- 
ing economy people are working 
more. and that means that there is 
less time to take classes and a lot of 
community colleges are feeling the 
crunch.” Silverman stated. 

“I don't think we have damaged 
the (business) program at all. given 
the number of people enrolled in the 
classes. Silverman said. “I am confi-

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dent we will have a strong offering 
in transfer and business degrees in 
Associates in Applied Science.” 

Kirtland is currently starting an 
aggressive campaign to try to attract 
more students and has also estab- 
lished an intercollegiate athletic pro- 
gram. 

Beginning in October. Kirtland 
will compete in the Eastern 
Conference of the MCCAA in four 
sports, including men and women’s 
basketball! and in the spring, men 
and women’s golf. Many home bas- 
ketball games will be played at the 
CRAF Center or area high school

Hospital food is rarely mistaken 
for gourmet cuisine anywhere, but 
at least in Michigan it is not an issue 
over which major political cam- 
paigns are waged. In Canada, how- 
ever, it.is—and the lesson it pro- 
vides ‘for’ Panay health’ caré is 
profound. : 

Last fall, a : colleaaie of mine vis- 
ited the Canadian province of 
Manitoba. With just a few days left 
before the elections, political cam- 
paigning there was at a fever pitch. 
My friend was astonished to 
observe that the dominant issue was 
indeed hospital food. 

The patients of Manitoba's hospi- 
tals had complained for months 
about the introduction of “re-ther- 
malized food”—cut-rate meals pre- 
pared 1,300 miles away in Toronto, 
then frozen and shipped to 
Manitoba where they are nuked in 
microwaves and served. Peter Holle, 
president of the Frontier Centre for 
Public Policy in Winnipeg, 
explained that re-heating meals was 
a cost-saving “innovation” of gov- 
ernment bureaucrats employed by 
regional health authorities. 

“Never mind that they taste like 
cardboard,” says Holle. “Never 
mind that individual tastes and cir- 
cumstances might dictate decentral- 
ized food services. Re-heated meals 
became a symbol of efficiency for

gooders in government. Why pay 
hundreds of workers in dozens of 
Manitoba kitchens when we can just 
zap up frozen dinners from 
Toronto?”

How does hospital food become a 
political issue? The same way any- 
thing—trom the important to the 
utterly inconsequential—becomes a 
political issue: socialize it. Take any 
matter that people normally resolve 
quickly, peacefully and privately by 
their own choices, turn it over to 
government and watch as factions 
arise, conflict ensues and problems 
appear. 

Minor problems become 
intractable because government 
decisions are financed by taxes and 
imposed with police power. 
Government coercion guarantees 
that somebody, if not everybody, 
will be unhappy. If people cannot 
escape the system because they are 
forced into it, then they will bicker 
and fight endless and often silly bat- 
tles. Politics is simply no way to run 
a kitchen or a car factory or a whole 
jot of other things. 

But hospital food is probably 
among the least of Manitoba’s 
patients’ concerns. According to a 
national poll, four out of five 
Canadians are unhappy with their 
socialized health care system and 
believe it has worsened noticeably 
in just the past five years. Doctors in 
Manitoba apparently agree: Almost 
half of them—an astonishing 
1,800—have left the province in the 
past decade alone.

David Gratzer, a Canadian health 
policy commentator. published a 
blockbuster book last year enutled 
Code Blue. Gratzer revealed that the 


quality of care Canada’s system pro- 
vides to ordinary citizens matters 
less to its apologists than the quality 
of care it denies to the so-called 
rich. The egalitarian impulse that 
drives Canada’s “universal” health 
care system calls for treating every- 
body the same; all patients get 
“free” care in the public system and 
are generally denied the option of 
getting faster or better care for a fee 
in the private sector.

The way [the sys- 
tem’s] advocates carry on, you'd 
think that it was fine that Mr. Jones 
suffered crushing chest pain after 
walking three steps just as long as 
Mr. Smith had to stumble around 
blindly for six months.”

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pital waiting lists for surgical proce- 
dutes in 1998. The average total 
waiting time of 13.3 weeks was up 
from 11.9 weeks in 1997 and up a 
shocking 43 percent since 1993. No 
wonder that when former Quebec 
Premier Bourassa was diagnosed 
with cancer, he avoided “free” care 
in his home country and instead 
sought treatment in Cleveland. 

Advocates of socialized health 
care in America — including the 
Clinton administration and 
Michigan Congressman John 
Dingell — would like to move us 
toward the Canadian mode! one step 
at a ume. Indeed, Dingell’s bill, the 
National Health Insurance Act (H.R. 
16), would take us more than just a 

lew steps in that direction. 

But if the sorry state of the 
Canadian health care tells us any- 
thing. it is that politicians and their 
bureaucracies should not be trusted 
with the care hospitals provide any 
more than they should be trusted 
with the food hospitals serve.

We are living in a global economy. 
Our gasoline prices both this year and 
back in 1973 remind us that foreign con- 
trol can affect us. A Portrait of America 
telephone survey found that half (50%) 
of all Americans believe that there are 
major problems with the U.S. economy.

Thirty-one per- 
cent disagree, while 26% are not sure. 
Forty-four percent also say that govern- 
ment officials are primarily responsible 
for whatever problems exist: with the 
economy while 29% say the nation’s 
biggest’ companies are primarily to 
blame. Only two percent blame small 
and mid-sized companies. Three percent 
blame entrepreneurs, Americans sense 
what is going on in the economy. 

At the same time Wall Street has 
strong confidence in the economy, most 
investors (53%) plan to re-invest the pro- 
ceeds from any stock that they sell. 
Thineen percent will put the proceeds in 
a savings account and 12% will use 
them to pay off debt. Seventy-six per- 
cent of investors say that they will be 
adding money to their investment 


accounts over the next five vears. Just 
i8% will he removing money trom their 
Investment accounts. 

As the late Winston Churchill once 
said. democracy is the worst: form of 
government on earth, except tor all the 
rest of them. So also, free enterprise is 
the worst form of economy upon the 
earth, except for all the rest of them. The 
rise of evil Marxism was given birth by 
the corruption and excesses within 
Capitalism. H tree enterprise were gov- 
erned by Christian principles. the whole 
world would be economically blessed. 
Can you imagine what would happen if 
every rich executive loved his working 
neighbor as himself Can you imagine 
what would happen if every rich 
Capitalist followed the golden rule laid 
down by Jesus Christ in Matt.

Camp votes ‘yes’ to extend Internet tax moratorium 


Washington, D.C. — Michigan’s 
4th Congressional District Rep. 
Dave Camp (R-Midland) voted in 
May for “Internet Non- 
Discrimination Act” (H.R.3709), to 
extend the current Internet tax mora- 
torium for an additional five years. 
through 2006. 

“The tremendous growth of e- 
commerce has created thousands of 
high-wage jobs in this country and 
led to countless new choices for 
Michigan consumers,” Camp said. 
“I believe that the New Economy 
should remain unfettered by burden- 
some taxes and regulation, to ensure 
continued growth and innovation in 
the 2{st century.” 


House Resolution 3709 extends 
the existing moratorium until 2006 
on three specific types of taxes that 
unfairly single out the Internet, 
including: 

¢ Taxes on Internet access charges 
(i.e. the $19.95 consumers pay to 
Internet service providers (ISP) such 
as America Online); 

* Double-taxation by two or more 
states of a product bought over the 
Intermet: and 

* Taxes that treat Internet purchas- 
es differently from other types of 
sales. 

H.R. 3709 also applies the mora- 
torium on access taxes to all 50 
states by striking a grandfather
